Method of Bleaching Ivory. 
To bleach 
ivory ornaments or pi- 
ano keys the following method works 
well. 
The ornaments are flrBt wash- 
ed or "soaked," if possible, in a bath 
of unslaked lime, which has in it a 
few ounces of bran and water. This 
shouM make a pasty solution if prop- 
erly mixed, and will bleach the ivory 
which Is 
discolored 
or 
stained.

should be rubbed off with a cloth and 
the ivory dried in magnesia 
powder. 
After a few minutes
